Washington, April 21— Not a 
ripple of excitement was appar- 
ent at the Treasury Department 
today at the opening of the Vic- 
tory Liberty Loan selling cam- 
paign. The big nation-wide ma- 
chine for marketing the four and 
a half billion dollars as the last 
big war loan had been so com- 
pletely adjusted that it went into 
operation almost automatically. 

The big offices in the Treasury 
were quieter than usual, for the 
task of putting the loan across 
has been passed on to local com- 
mittees in thousands of commun- 
ities. These apparently are so 
busy today gathering the harvest 
of subscriptions they had not 
time to report progress to nation 
al headquarters. 

REDS DRIVEN BACK 

Bolshevism is again on the back 
track on the western Ukrainian 
front. The strength of the soviet 
forces have apparently been con- 
centrated in an effort to overrun 
Crimea ,which has been success- 
ful. The cities of Zsitora and 
Proskurov, in the Ukraine, were 
retaken from the Bolsheviki by 
forces commanded by Simon Pet 
lura, the peasant leader. It is 
announced tha$. 10,000 Bolsheviki 
soldiers deserted in a body and 
joined the Ukrainians. 

In northern Russia the Bolshe- 
viki are retreating closely pursu 
ed by British, Russian and Amer 
ican troops. Vienna, meanwhile 
is in the hands of soviet adher- 
ents.
